The election called, as above, was, 
it is claimed, at the instigation of the

are now* lining up to call a special 
election in Sedalia for the same date, 
to vote independently of the county 
on local option. 
The campaign is to be a bot one 
from start to finish. 
At a meeting 
of several members of the ministerial 
alliance and dry workers of the city 
at the Y. M. C. A., Thursday morn­ 
ing, plans were formulated for the 
circulation of petitions without delay, 
to be presented to the city council at 
the meeting of that body on August

Cow Should Have Large Middle and 
Strong Constitution— Real Good 
Sires Are Rare Thing. 
Quotations Furnished By tho Ano­ 
inted Praia.

In selecting dairy cattle the real 
hest must be the scales and the Bab­ 
cock tester. 
The cow’ is a machine to 
convert food into milk; thus she must 
havq a large middle and a strong con 
stftution to insure the best results 
She m ust also have a large udder, 
large milk wells, large crooked milk 
veins and good-sized teats. 
Her head should be clean and an 
guiar in appearance, with 
the 
eyes 
standing out prominently. 
The neck 
should be rather long and lean in ap­ 
pearance; the shoulders pointed and 
the backbone rather prominent. 
The 
skin should be loose and soft to the 
touch. 
In selecting herd bulls either 
m ature anim als which have already 
dem onstrated their worth as sires or 
younger animals 
from 
high-testing, 
dams and sires only should be used. 
The best and surest will always fol­ 
low the use of a m ature sire which has 
sired heifers with good records. 
A 
good dairy bull should be kept until 
he is twelve or fifteen years old; in 
fact, as long as he is a sure sire. 
Retd 
good sires are so rare that when we do 
find one he should die only of old age. 
All breeders of dairy cattle should 
secure yearly tests on e-ach and every 
cow’ in the herd. 
Shorter tests do not 
really mean very much.

Mr. C .E. Warner, coal traff:3 agent 
of the Missouri Pacific-Iron Mountain, 
has sent out a circular to the agents 
of the company at all points along 
the lines notifying them of the im­ 
portance of orders for next winter’s 
coal being placed by dealers at once. 
The circular calls attention to the 
fact that each year people have de­ 
layed placing a large percentage of 
their orders until winter, when the 
mineg are so overcrowded with work 
they cannot promptly 
supply 
the 
fuel. 
Frequently, too, the railroads 
have not the cars to transport the 
coal when so many of these orders 
come in at one time. 
This latter condition is apt to be 
particularly true this winter, the cir­ 
cular states, on account of the num­ 
ber of cars required to transport the 
unusual crops which have been raised 
throughout this section of the coun­ 
try. 
Although the circular does not 
mention the fact, another advantage 
of ordering coal before winter sets in 
is that the consumer is able to buy it 
at a much lower rate.

seed. It is often necessary to go into 
grain fields with a scythe and cut this 
weed out to prevent it from seeding 
before the main crop is cut.

Farm loans made direct to farmers 
of the United States by the federal 
government at 4 per 
cent interest 
out of moneys deposited in the pos­ 
tal savings banks is the unique plan 
for rural credits proposed in a bill 
in the house introduced 
by Repre­ 
sentative Edward Keating of Colora­ 
do. 
The establishment of a “farm loan 
bureau” !n the treasury* department, 
in charge of a commissioner appoint­ 
ed by the president, who, with the 
secretary of 
the 
treasury and the 
reeretary of agriculture, are to con­ 
stitute the board of 
supervision 
of 
the farm loan bureau, is contemplat­ 
ed in the bill. - 
This board is to provide the nec­ 
essary rules and regulations to carry 
cut the purposes of the act. which is 
“lo loan money direct to the farmers 
upon the security of 
first mortgages 
through the agency 
of 
the 
postal 
savings banks.” 
Only persons actually engaged 
in 
the business of tilling the soil and 
faising farm products are entitled to 
borrow* money under the hill. 
The 
terms of every 
loan 
extending for 
more than five years are required to 
contain a provision for it? amortiza­ 
tion or reduction 
by annual 
pay­ 
ments of I per cent of the principal, 
but the whole or any portion of the 
lean in multiples 
of 
$100 may be 
paid at any time. 
No loan is to run for longer than 
thirty years, according to this pro­ 
posed legislation, and no loan is ic 
he made for more than 50 per cent 
of the value of the land offered as 
security, or for 40 per cent of the 
'•Pill© of the 
improvements attached 
to the land. Whenever the improve 
ieents are offered as part of the se­ 
curity 
the 
destructible 
property 
must be insured by the borrower to 
the satisfaction of the bureau. 
The bill proposes 
to remove 
all 
Imitations on the 
amounts 
which 
may be deposited 
in postal savings 
hanks, and that such money instead 
of being turned over to private bank­ 
ing interest* shall hereafter he cov­ 
ered into the 
treasury 
for 
use in 
making loans to farmers.
